North End Taxpayers Against 
Projected Bond Issue. 


But Realty Board Governors 
Take Opposite View. 


Test Vote will be Sought on 


Plans for avoiding confu- 

slon in balloting on the pro- 
posed city power bonds and 
the county flood-control bonds 

‘were made yesterday as fol- 
lows: 

‘The Supervisors decided to 
eall the flood-control election 
for February 2, unless legal 
complications arise. 

- The City Council and Board 
of Public Service Commission- 
ers decided on a scheme to 
submit to the people, at the 
Same time and polling places, 
but as a separate proposition, 
on separate ballots, the pro- 
posed charter amendment to 
remove all doubt as to the 


About three weeks after 
February 2, or at some other 
suitable date, it is proposed 
to hold the $12,000,000 power- 
bond election, if the charter 
amendment carries; if it does 
not, there will be ho reason 
for holding the power-bond 
election at all. 


At a meeting yesterday afternoon 
at the United States Hotel, at 
which a number of prominent tax- 
payers and property owners of the 
North End were present, a resolu- 
tion was presented and unanimous- 
ly adopted opposing the $12,000,- 
000 bond issue for purchasing the 
distributing systems of power com- 
panies operating in Los Angeles. 
This action was taken on the 


ground that the plan as outlined is} 


too vague and indefinite. 

sense of the resolution is that 
while all present favored munici- 
pal ownership, the outright purchase 
of both plants and distributing sys- 
tems of all gas and electric companies 
is the only solution of the city's 
present problems, and if only a 
part of the public utilities were to 
be taken over, Ahe interests of the 
taxpayers woul be better con- 
served by purchasing the gas com- 
panies’ plants at this time. 

The meeting was called to order 
by R. W. Kelly, representing the 
Malabar and Brooklyn Heights Im- 
provement association. On mition 
of W.. C. Mushet, seconded by Jo- 
seph Mesmer, R. W. Kelly was 
chosen chairman and R. H. Mouser 


secretary. 

Mr. Mesmer déclared the city can 
get along very well for the present 
without the distributing systems of 
the power companies, “Electricity 
is in the nature of a luxury,” said 
the speaker, “and there are thous- 
ands of poor people in this city who 
cannot afford to use gas at the pres- 
ent rates, but they would- gladly em- 
ploy this fue) for heating, lighting 
and cooking, if it comld' be soid at 
rates at which the city could af- 
ford to sell it and still leave a mar- 
gin sufficient to meet expenses, de- 
preciation and a sinking fund ‘to 
pay off the indebtedness incurred in 
its purchase.” 


J. Lopizich, president of the In! 


ternational Savings and Exchange 
Bank, stated he was not opposed to 
the city’s taking over the public 
utilities, but he thought that a 
more definite statement should be 
made by the city authorities as to 
city proposes to 
follow if the bonds are voted and. 
the plants acquired.
